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Japanese Patent 1085397 teaches the use of a sulfur dye to make paper 
containing calcium carbonate filler. Sulfur dye is black, and is used mainly for black 
shade of paper. Sulfur dye is not a sulphite and is not a reducing agent and thus cannot 
be used to prevent alkaline darkening. In fact the sulfur dye used in Miyamoto's 
disclosure was to decrease paper brightness (delustering). The brightness reduction 
with sulfur dye is evident by the results in all three tables cited in the Patent. In 
addition, the Miyamoto Patent relates to a pulp slurry consisting of bleached hardwood 
and softwood kraft pulp. Unlike mechanical pulps, bleached kraft pulps do not contain 
lignin. Thus, bleached kraft pulp would not darken in the presence of calcium 
carbonate. Therefore, darkening is not a problem in Miyamoto's Patent. 

The teaching of Miyamoto are unrelated to those of the present 
invention. The teachings are not concerned with mechanical pulps and do not have the 
problems associated with mechanical pulps to which the present invention is directed. 

The analysis already of record with respect to WO 96/20308 applies 
equally to the Canadian counterpart CA 2 209 014. 
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
